His excellency Don Sebastian Pinuela 
has communicated, under yesterday’s date, 
the following royal order to his excellency 
the president cf the council. 

Our lord the king has just reccived cred- 
ible intelligence of his intimate friend and 
august ally the emperor of the I'rench, 
king of Italy, being already at. Bayonne, for 
a purpose the most agreeable, valuable, 
and flattering to his majesty, namely, that 
of entering these kingdoms, with views in 
which his majesty perfectly concurs, and of 
known utility and advantage to his beloved 
subjects. And, it becoming the most inti- 
maie friendship, happily subsisting between 
the two crowns, and the most high charac- 
ter of his imperial and royal majesty, that 
his majesty should go to meet and com- 
pliment him, and to give him the most 
sincere. positive and constant proof of his 
intention and resolution to keep up, renew, 
and draw closer the good inielligence, in- 
timate friendship and advantageous alli- 
ance which have happily prevailed, and 
should prevail, between those two mon- 
archs—his majesty has resolved speedily 
to set out for tiie purpose of effecting it. 
And, as this absence is to last but a few 
days, he expects, from the loyalty and love 
of his beloved subjects, and particularly of 
the mhabitants of this capital, who have so 
repea:edly evinced thelr being animated by 




















those sentiments, that they will keep qui- 
et, trusty and fully confiding in the notori- 
ous zeal, activity, and justice of his minis- 
ters.and tribunals, upon whom his majesty 
has laid the strictest injunctions to that end, 
and principally in the newly created board 
of government, over which his most serene 
highness the Infant Don Antonio is wo pre- 
side ; and that they will maintain, as they 
are bound to do, the peace and harmony 
which have hitherto subsisted between 
them and the troops of his imperial and 
royal majesty, punctually supplying them 
with whatever they may want for their sub- 
sistence until they proceed to the points 
where they intend to go for the greatest 
advantage and happiness of both nations : 
His majesty giving the most positive as- 
surances, that there is no apprehensions 
whatever of the said tranquillity, good in- 
tellizence and advantageous alliance being 
disturbed or altered ; instead of which his 
majesty is fully convinced, that it will grow 
more and more solid every day.

We have been favored with the follow- 
ing translation of a letter from the count 
of Espeleta, captain general of Catalonia, 


4@ his excellency gen. of division Duheme, 


commanding in chief the army of observa- 
tion of the Eastern Pyrences :— 

BLarcelona, 18th March, 1808. 
Sir, 

The troops in the Citadel, and Forts of 
Monjui, may consider the whole of this 
cily as magazines, and all its provisions as 
theirs. They have no enemy to fear, nor 
any thing to expect, except in so far as 
having a common interest with the town 
and Spanish inhabitants. Your exceilency 
occupied these fortresses in the name of 
the emperor and king, as an ally; andas 
such, the Spanish government consented 
to the occupation of them by your troops, 
with the greatest good faith and confidence. 
With the same sentiments, it Las opened 
to you and the army uncer your command, 
its treasures, its resources, and the bosoms 
of its families, in order to afford you a hos- 
pitable reception, and to share with you 
the food destined for its own use. 

Military laws prescribe the mode of sup- 
plying garrisons, when it happens that they 
are either engaged in hostile operations, or 
are besieged, or when a scarcity in the 
country is threatened, which oblices the 
general commanding to take precautions 
for the subsistence of his troops, by estab- 
lishing depots. But, exclusive of these 
circumstances, this measure only serves 
to create suspicion and distrust. Neither 
my conduct, nor the constant moderation of 
my troops, nor the favorable reception the 
French army have met with, ought to ex- 
cite alarm. 
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The town is provided with supplies of ev- 
ery description, as you will perceive by the 
annexed statement of the iatendant ; and, 
even although there should be some defi- 
ciency, your excellency gives us the strong- 
est assurance, that provisions are collecting 
at the poris of I’rance, which are to be sent 
to this country, free of duty. 

His majesty the emperor and king, whose 
worthy name has inspired us with confi- 
dence, while his troops occupy our forts, 
being truly informed of our docility and 
honorable principles will not be well pleas- 
ed when he hears, that you alarm the city 
with terrible forebodings, as a recompence 
for its constant submissive conduct. 

Your excellency will be pleased to re- 
quest the opinion of his imperial majesty 
respecting your determination before you 
carry it into effect, and to accompany your 
request with this explanation of mine, as I 
shail lay the business before the king my 
master, without whose orders I cannot give 
to your excellency what the forts in posses- 
sion of the Spanish troops have not. 

If, before you reccive the resolution of 
the emperor, your excellency should find 
grounds for living vith precaution, and un- 
der the influence of fear, in the forts which 
at present are to be considered as forming 
part of the town, then the measure you 
propose might be f€sorted to with propriety. 
But, in the mean time, when no such neces- 
sity exists, I wish to itapress on your mind, 
that it will serve no good purpose to supply 
the forts with stores of provisions ; that 
such an intention is poiated and offensive ; 
and that it will not be in the power of your 
excellency, or myself, toremedy the con- 
sequence of the sensation which such a 
measure may excite among the inhabitants. 

Your excellency will be pleased to accept 
of my most high consideration. May God 
prescrye you many ycars.

Circulur Address of the Council of Castile. 
Most faithful Spaniards! 

You have, for twenty years together, 
obeyed with unexcepttonable loyality, - “he 
august monarch of Spain, ever treading in 
the stens of four forefathers ; you have 
made suitable returns to his“ paternal lore, 
aud shared the just concern which the coun- 
cil expressed to his majesty respecting bis 
abdication, the day following that on which 
it took place. If we published his sucees- 
sor’s accession to the throne, it was mere- 
ly tocomply with his supreme commands, 
We would have long continued submissive 
and fai:hful to his majesty, if we had under- 
stood, that his abdication and resignation of 
the crown was not accompanied with the 
requisite spontaneous freedom. 

Liver since Charles IV. made it known 
that this abdication had been forced from 
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him, and that he deemed himself fuily cn- 
litled to resume the crown, the board of 
government, the council of Castile and tue 
‘whole nation, have beech anSiously watting: 
for the decision of a question of such high 
importance : and the council have examin- 
ed, with the greatest attention, the docu- 
ménis Gpon which the powerful umpire who 
Kas been appointed for that purpose, has 
' Néded his determination. The most

in the opinion formed by the council, they 
have had the certainty, that they bave not 
deviated from that which the august party 
himself would have adopted, if less com- 
_ plicated circumstances had not opposed that 
‘eoncert. It is‘ undoubtedly unfortunate, 
that the union 6f the fathers of Uhis people | 
shas hot yet taken place 5 bit this misfor-_ 
tune Will prove less ‘distressing’ to their be- 
neficent hearts, as the restilt of the late e- 
‘.vents hold ont flatteting hopes forthe fu- 
‘ture, and the nation will shortly be enabled 
to proceed, with steady sieps, in the career 
“of her happiness and prosperity. 
Those hopes begin to be realised, since 
._ athe king has appointed, to supply bis place 
in the governments of these kingdoms, a 
princé who, without any other interest then

HReotner, 

L have rece'ved your royal highness’ letter. 
The inspection of your royal father’s papers, must 
already have convinced you of the affect’on which 
Lever bore him: under the present Circumstan- 
ces, you will a‘low me to speak to your highness 
with frankness acd candor. I entertained a haope 


_that vpion my arrival at Madrid, I might persuade | 


my illustrious friend to mase some necessary se- 
forms in his dominions, and in some degree to gra- 
tify the public opinion. The prince of peace’s dis- 
Mission appeared to me requisi'e for his happiness 
and that of his people. ‘ihe events in the north 
have retarded my journey, In the mean time.the 
occurrences at Aranjuez have taken place. Ido 
net set up fora judge of what has happened, nor 
of the conduct of the prince of peace; but, what 
I know is, that kings should never inure their cub. 
jects to shed blood, doing themselves justice. I 
pray. to Gedithat your royal highness may never 
experience it. It would not sux the interests of 
Spain, that a prince who has married a princess of 
the royal family, and who has so long goverued 
the kingdom, should be persecured. He has no 
friends left; nor would your royal highness bave 
any, if you should one day be unfortunate. 
people gladly seize the opportuniiies of making 
themselves amends for the respect they show us. 
You cannot try the prince of peace; his crimes, if 
he were charged with any, ought to be buried in 
the rights of the throne, I have often expressed 
my wish, that the prince of peace might be dis- 
missed; if I have not been more urgent. it has 


been owing to my friendship for king Charles, 


from whose weak partiality] chose to turn my 
eyes. Oh wretched humanity! imbecility and er 
ror; such is our motto! All this, however, may 
be reconciled; let the prince of peace be banished 


from Spain, and I proffer hm an-asylumin France. » 


Wich respect to the abdication of Charles IV, it 
has taken place at a time when my armic¢s occupied 
Spain: and Europe and posterity might beliewe that I 
have sent so many troops for the sole pur pose of driving 
my freend and ally from bis throne 

As a neighboring sovereign, I am bound to in- 
quire into what has taken place, previous to my 
acknowled;ing this abdication. I therefore wish 
to converse with your royal highness upon the sub- 
ject... .The cantion with which I have hitherto 


; proceeded in these affairs onght to convince yeu 


of the support you will find in me, if factious, of 
any description. ever dts'urb your reign Vhen 
king Charles informed me of the events of Octo. 
ber last, 1 was grea ly concerned at them, and I 
flatter myself, that I have contr buied, by my’ suz- 
ges'ions, to their happy issue 
Your Royal Highness should dread the conse quen- 
ces of popular commotions; some of my scattered 
soldiers may he assassinated, but stich excesses 
could only bring ruin wpon Spairn—— 
Your Royal Highress knows all the recestes cf 
my heart; you may see, that l am agitated by w2- 
riousideas which want to be fixed. You may be 
certain, that, at all events, | wildeal with you as 
I have done with your Royal Father; rely upon my 
wish toreconcile cvery thing, and'o find oppertu- 
nicies to give you proofsof my affection and high 
regard. Andso, | pray God may keep you, broth- 
er, under his holy and worthy protection.

better than to appoint a Locum tenens, who, inves. 
ted with the supreme authority, whith Thold from 
God and my ancestors, should govern and rule, for 
me and in my namé,@ver ail the provinces of Spain. 

In consequence whereof, aud hav ng previcu:ly 
consulted the welfare of my people, and my wish 
to rescue the monarchy from the precipice into 
which the malevolent, a:d the enemies of the 
peace of the continent, were on the eve of plunging 
her; duly appreciating, on the other hand, the 
eminent virtues of which your imperial and royal 
highness has given us so snany preofs, and the 
great services you have done us; I have resolved, 
with the consent and approbation of my faithful 
and great ally the emperor and king, upon appoint- 
ing your imperial and royal highness my Lieuten- 
ant General, by the decree which I have just issu- 
ed to the board of government, and which is here 
annexed; entreating you, prince, to transmit it to 
them, and to accept of this appointment, which 
will restore peace to my mind.

The board 
shall obey the orders and commands of our belov- 
ed tather and sovereign, and shai) enforce their 
execution throughout the kingdom. Before I con- 

clude, I have to return thanks to the members of 
the board, 1o the constituied authorities, aud.co,.the 
" whole nation, for their services to me: and to 
charge them most heartily to unite with my belov- 
ed father, king Charles, and with the emperor 
Napoleon, whose power and friendship can more 
than any thing else, secure to Spain her most val- 
‘jable blessing, namely, her independence aid the 
iniegrity of herterrnory. I charge you not to suf- 
fer yourselves to be seduced by tie artifices of 
your eternal enemies ; to live together in perfect 
harmony, and to keep up a good understandieg with 
eur alhes ; and iastly, to avoidtheefiusion of blood 
and the misfortunes which would otherwise result 
from the present circumstance, if you should allow

«* Don Ferando, Prisce of Astu ias, and the In- 
fants D Carlos and 1). Antonio, graretul for the 
love and constant fidelty which all the Spaniards 
have displayed towards them, ae deeply concerned 
at seeing them at present, a prey to confusion, and 
consequently threatened with the greatest calami- 
ties; and well knowing that, with the greatest par: 
of them, this originates in theirignorance both of 
the motives of the conduct of their highness’ up ro 
this moment. and of the plens which have been 
devised for the happiness of the ceuntry, they con- 
ceive itto be then du'y to give them the saluary 
information they stand in need of, not to impede 
thew execution, and at she same time, the clearest 
proof of the love which they bear them. 

They are, therefore, under the necessity 
of making known to them, thatthe circum- 
stances under which the prince, afier the 
abdication of the king his father, assumed 
the reins of government, when many pro- 
vinees of the kingdom and all the frontier 
towns were occupied by a great number of 
French treops, and upwards of 60,600 men 
of the same nation were stationed in the 
capital and its cnvirons—that these circum- 











stances and scveral fac:s which could not 
be known to other persons, convinced thei 
highness’, that surrounded with daagerss 
they had only ta choose the course which 
should be attended with the fewest evils, 
in consequence of which, they resolved 
alpon setting out for Bayonne. 

No sooner had the prince rexched that 
town, than the prince (the Ming) unexpect- 
edly found that the king, his father, had 
protested against his abdication, asserting 
it to have been forced from him ; and asthe 
prince had bona fide, believed it ta have 
been voluntary, when he accepted the 
crown, he was induced by his filial love to 
restore it, as soon as he had ascertained that 
such a protest existed, and shortly after, his 
father resigned it, in his name and in that 
of his whole dynasty, in favorof the empe- 
ror of the French, that the latter, consult- 
ing the good of the nation, might select the 
person and dynasty who are to wear it for 
the future. ° 

In this state of things, their royal high- 
nesses taking into consideraton the situa 
tion in which they find themselves, and, 
likewise, the criticalcircumstances in which 
Spain is placed, and under which every at- 
tempt on the part of her inhabitants, in 
suppert of their rights, will not only be 
useless but fatal, as it will be attended with 
no other consequences than great blood- 
shed, and the infallible loss of at least, a 
great part of her provinces, and of the 
whole of her colonies beyond the seas—te- 
flecting, on the other hand, that the re- 
spective concurrences of each of their hig¢h- 
nesses in the cession of their rights to that 
throne, already made by their father will 
prove a most cffectual preventive of those 
calamitics—ohserving also, that the empe- 
ror of the French binds himself, in tlis 
supposition, to preserve the independence 
and integrity of the Spanish monarchy, 
as well as of all her ultra marine settle- 
ments, without reserving to himself, or 
dismembering the least part of her territo- 
ries ; and further, to maintain the purity of 
the Catholic religion, private property, and 
the laws and usages of the ccontry; which 
securcs jor a long period of time and in an 
infallible manner, the powerand prosperity 
of the Spanish nation—their Royal High- 
nesses think, that they give the most con- 
vincing proof of their generosity, of the 
love they bear the Spatiiards. and of the 
grateful sease which they entertain of thelr 
attachment, by sacriftcing, as far as in them 
lics, their persénal iatcrest to their advan- 
tuzes, and, fer this purpose, adhering as 
they have adhered by a separate convenuon, 
to the cession of their rights to the throae. 
In consequence wheredl, they release the 
Spaniards froin all their obligation in this 
respect, and exhort thear to look to the 
common interests of the country, keeping 
quiet, and expecting their happiness from 
the wise dispositions and power ofthe Em- 
peror Napoleon: by their ready submis- 
sion to which they will give their prince 
and the two infants, the strongest proof of 
their loyalty, and their highnesses give it 
to them of their paternal affection, by re- 
sicning all their claims, and disregarding 
thel: own interests to make them happy ; 
which is the only object of their wishes.

No officer who had the least sentiment of 
respect for public opinion, would at such 
juncture have appointed to ahy military 
renk, such a character as Duane. Inde- 
pendent of his notorious cowardice, I ven- 
tire to assert, that of a vast majority of 
the people, those who do not hate, despise 
him. } 

Who is this William Duane ? a forcizn- 
er. What services has he rendered this 
country? For some time indeed he has 
been the leading editor in support of the 

~ present administration, He has stolen into 
the treasury inthe night, and carried off 
the books, to the house of one Israel, for 
the purpose of making garbled extracts, 
Which he published. “He has been prose- 
cuted fora libel on the senate, in which 























nrosecution our illustrious president direct- 
ect a Nolle Prosequi 16 be entered. He 
has called Washington a murderer. He has 
fomented disorder, wherever his influence 
has extended. He has excited confusien 
and dissentions in his own party, and array- 
ed one all of it against the other. In short, 
he has produced as much mischiefin this 
country, as itis possible for a coward to do. 

He was sinking decp into contempt. 
The president felt asympathy for him, and 
appointed him to office. But executive 
patronage cannot make vice respectable, or 
consecrate the villain. . Ibe candid men of 
all perties view this appointment with in- 
dignation. 

It was a practice with some of the worst 
of the Roman emperors, to heap favours 
upon a few worthless sycophants, and prof- 
ligate wretches, in proportion to the de- 
grees of public odium and detestation, at 
which they had arrived. The president, I 
presume, is not only acquainted with philo- 
sophy, which teaches by precept, but also 
with history which instructs by examples ; 
and as his memory is so good that he can 
calculate an eclipse in his head, I imagine 
that.when he deliberated on the appoint- 
ment of Duane, those passages which men- 
tion the practice of some of the Roman 
emperors did not escape his attention. 

The appointment, however, ts merely 
provisional. It must be ratified by the sen- 
ate. Ifa majority of that honorable body 
approve ‘it, they will then shoulder a part 
of the disgrace, to relieve the President. 
I trust the question will not be taken with 
closed doors. To speculate upon the vir- 
tue and firmness of the majority, would be 
idle, as we have found that virtue to be of a 
peculiar easy cast, obsequious to the accom- 
modation of the Executive. 

There is another point of view, in which 
I behold this act, which, though it may be 
considered singular by some, I deem a just 
ene. I behold this appointment as a mere 
cunning artifice of the president, to divide 
the stream of public indignation, pouring 
down upon the notorious officers of his ad- 
ministration, and to direct at least a part of 
it toan object unworthy the dignified re- 
sentment cf an injured people. The ap- 
pointment of Duane, though a scandalous 
ubuse of discretion, the president had a 
power to make. It was more meanly dis- 
honorable than capitally criminal. To at- 
tract much of public attention to that -ap- 
pointment, will in some measure be divert- 
ing it from the great object which ought 
now to be kept in view—-the impeachment 
of the president. Let us then leave Duane 
to nauseate in hisowncorruption. He will 
soon sink to that point of odium, suited to 
his genius. He will die as much despised, 
as he bas lived profligate; and if an honest 
man thinks it werth while to write his epi- 
taph, it will be short and general, and per- 
haps as follows :— 

Here lies William Duane, who was fe- 
rocious as a Tyger, mischievous as a Mon- 
key, and cowardly as a Sheep.

Whether Mr. Skinner, from the contri. 
bution of bondsmen, or the successful js. 
sue of his speculations, can or will dis. 
charge this debt, is as yet uncertain. But 
the measure of his discharge does not de- 
pend on the amount of the national logs. 
The public money was confided to his Gate 
to be appropriated only to public use. He 
has violated his trust in converting it to his 
own private use. He was to hold it to pro- 
vide for the public safety. He has em- 
ployed it to make his own fortune. 

The Constitution of the Commonwealth 
declares, that no money shall be issued out 
of the Treasury but by warrant under the 
hand of the Governor, and with the advice 
and consent of the Council, for the de- 
fence, support and protection of the peo- 
ple; and Mr. Skinner, in his oath of office, 
pledged himself to conform to the regula- 
tions of the Constitution. Where then, 
we ask him, is the sacred deposit, which 
was appropriated by the ‘people to the de- 
fence of their altars and firesides, to the 
support of their peace and government? 
Has the Governor and the Council by war- 
rant ordered our revenue vested in mer- 
cantile speculations, or in sharp bargains 
on the Exchange ? Or have the taxes which 
are raised in this moment of public dises- 
ter and private embarrassment with so 
much difficulty, been wasted by the Trea- 
surer in the schemes of his broker, and in 
the attempt to fill his own pocket out of the 
profits gained from the national capital? _ 

The party, who elected Mr. Skinner, in 
room of aman, whose virtues and talents 
are objects of general esteem and respect, 
ought to be responsible for the injury, as 
they are sharers in the disgrace. With the 
spirit of proscription they hurried an ho- 
nest federalist from office, and in the rage 
of faction they betrayed the public money 
to a man, who has wasted it in his own spe- 
culations. 

We cannot repress our joy, that the tri- 
umph of federalism has put an end toa 
system in our Treasury so destructive of 
public credit, and so threatening to public 
safety. We congratulate our fellow-cnt- 

zens that the revenue of the Commonweelt! 
is arain committed to the care of those, 
who have held it as a sacred deposit; that 
it will noloneer be confided to brokers or 
employed in trade ;—hbut will ever be safe 
in our Treasury, to afford us defence and 
protection on any and every emergency.
